CHAMBERS QF COMMERCE. 
. Lonpow, Jane rath, 
The Congress of Chambers, of Commerce of 
the Empire began Ite third meeting of the oth

inst. at Grocers’ Hall, City, There was a large 


attendance of delegates, ' : 

Mr, Chambertain, as honorary Prestdent, took 
the chair, and In opening the proceedings sald he 
rejoiced In cvery fresh indication of the essentlal 
unity of the Emplre, and of that community of 
Interest on which they ‘founded thelr hopes of 
maintaining and. strengthening the relations 
between the mother country and ber colonies 
and dependencles. The very assembling 
of that congress was evidence that the distance’ 
which scparated the different: parts of je 
[ae] 
communication and personal intercdurte, Alter 
referring to the list of proposals to be brought. 
before them as all tending in the ‘direction of 
closer union, he sald the suggestions for securing 
commercial unfon dwarfed all others In impor- 
tance.. The establishment of such unlon would 
be the'decisive stop towards a real federation of 
the Empire, There. were, he thought, only three 
lines of progress which could be saggestrd to 
accomplish this great object. There was, 
first place, the proposal that the colonies shou'd 
abandon thelr own fiscal systems and adopt the 
doctrines of ‘free trade, He did not deny that 
that might possibly be the best solation, bat {t 
was open to the fatal objection that the colonies 
would not adopt {t, The second Idea was that 
we should abandon onr system in favour of that 
of the colonies, and that in return for a emall 
dircelmlnation on their part to favour of British 
trade we shotld Impose duties both on food and 
yaw material, In his opinion there was not the 
slightest chance this country would adopt: so 
one-sided an arrangement, They must, there- 
fore, if they’ were to make any progress at 
all, seek a third course, the germs of which he 
found In x resolution to be submitted by the 
Toronto Beard of Trade for the creation of a 
British Zollvereio, establishing practically fr: 
trade throughout the Empire, but .which- would 
leave the contracting partles free to make thelr

THER TORONTO RESOLUTION DISCUSSED, 

My, E. B. Osler (Toronto Board of Tride) 
moved a resolution as follows.:-—" Whereas, in 
view of recent events and the attitade of other 
nations towards Great Britain, and of the fact 
that there exists within the Britlsh Empira re- 
sources In men and matedals and arable land 
for Its every requirement s whereas, while the 
trade legislation of the nations {s framed to 
observe thelr local interest, all British trade and 
other legislation should alm to, secure within 
the Emplre a union of Interest of a federal 
cbiaracter, and the policy of esch British com- 
munity should bo designed to retaln within the 
Empire subjects whose labour would otherwise 

to foreign lands; whereas 
fins already found a basts for closer 
relations, with the mother country and other 
colonies, by ballding a highway across. British 


the principles of the freest exchange of com- 
modities within the Empire consistent with the 
tariff requisements of ‘each Government." 
The reasons given in support of this policy, 
apart, of courte, from the main asaumption that 
it will directly tead toa closer union between 
the mother country and her colonies and dee 
pentane, ie that we “have resources in mea 
and mu and arable land to supoly every 
requirement of this country," and that other 
nations make thelr trade legislation subserve 
thels.loca! Interests, and that wo ahonld do the 
same.
